(Q S1I/Y 57), in the eastern wing of the building of the Polish railway 
25X1 management, weich is located directly north of the main railroad station. 
Source Learned from friends working in the railway management office that 
this office was a Soviet transport control headquarters. Source observed 
Soviet officers arriving at and departing, from the building by car. 


2o Pripr to the summer of 1950, source observed Soviet officers and Til, who 
had a number of offices in that section of the Polish railway headquarters 
building which borders on ul. Mieleckiego. A military sentry fuarded the 
entrance to this section of the building on ul. Mieleckiero. Prior to 
October 1950, Soviet officers and Et! were constantly observed in the Soviet 
office on the east side of ul. Czerwonej Armii, about 500 meters north of 
the Rynek River. Up to 15 jeess were seen there at different times. * 


3. Between 1940 and October 1950, source observed a military training fround 
in the Zalenze Forest, south of the suburb of Zalenze and on the south side 
of the road to Kochlowice (Q 51/¥ 57). A target range including several 
units was being constructed there during the first half of 1950. A new 
settlement which was constructed in 1946 and 1949 was located north of 
this training ground. Prior to October 1950, Polish troops wearing khaki 
uniforms with blue service co.or were frequently observed being trained. The 
soldiers were billeted in the barvacks on ul. Koszarowa. The training was 
exclusively infantry combat training, The troops were also frequently observed 
training in house to house fighting in the new settlement. Ho armored or 
other vellicles were observed, The troops were equipped with Licht infantry 
weapons. Prior to October 1959, cther military units including military 
schools were not identified at the post. Border Guard (OP) units and 
offices were not located in Kutowice, Civilians arrested for seugsling 
were taken to a WOP office in Cleiwitz (Q SL/Y 37). i
